F. J. Catterlin was arrested in Los 
Angeles today on a charge 
of get­ 
ting property under fa'se 
pretenses. 
The complaint was sworn to by C. H. 
Newcombe of Anaheim. 
Believing thai stock in tho Colum­ 
bia River Orchards Co. was worth $1 
per share, when it was 
worth 
but 
three cents a share, 
Newcombe and 
his wife traded tile Cohn block, cor 
ner Thirty-third street 
and 
Central 
avenue, Los Angeles, worth $48,000, to 
Catterlin for stock in 
the company. 
When Newcombe found that the stock 
was almost valueless, he sued Catter­ 
lin in Los Angeles, and on Thursday 
Le secured judgment against Catter­ 
lin, rescinaing the deal and restoring 
the valuable property to Newcombe. 
Becauae Catterlin put through the 
fraudulent deal, he must 
answer in 
this county on a criminal charge. He 
was arrested in Los Angeles 
today, 
placed in jail and held. Deputy Sher­ 
iff Robert Squires went after him. 
The evidence brought 
out 
in the 
civil suit was conclusive 
of Catter- 
lin’8 guilt. 
At least, Judge Dooling, 
who heard the case, said that he felt 
that had the transaction taken place 
in Los Angeles county instead of iu 
Orange county he would call the at­ 
tention of the grand jury to the case. 
There was no need for a grand jury 
investigation here.

gene, Ore., Catterlin boasted that he 
had put it through “In the face of the
